ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 


Frank Craven Becomes Insane 
While in Jail. 

The Carson Tribune of the 2d inst. 
says: Frank Craven, the well-known 
teamster, sentenced to the County Jail 
on Monday for five days for drawing 
a deadly weapon and disturbing the 
peace, attempted suicide by butting 
his head against the stone cell wall 
this morning.

Lee and Guion weré summoned | 
and from partial examination -gave it 
as their opinion that the skull was 
fractured and death wouldensue. He 
was removed to his home, where a 
more thorough examination was made 
and the skull found fractured.
